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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed revision to the specification is unacceptable because there is no reference character 21 In 
Figure 2 and no reference character 20 in Figure 5, contrary to what is stated in the first two sentences of the proposed new paragraph. 
Proposed claims 4 and 14 have been properly rewritten to distinguish over the prior art. but the syntax problem In claim 14 has not been 
corrected (in a manner similar to the claim 4 correction). The Applicant's remarks concerning the objections to the disclosure are 
somewhat convincing, but in the examiner's view, the specification should be clarified. The bipolar shell 3 has both an inner slide pairing 
diameter and an outer slide pairing diameter in light of Figure 6 and page 2, lines 8-12 and 23-25; the term "slide pairing diameter" 
apparently used to describe four different parameters or dimensions is thus somewhat vague. Moreover, the preferred diameter ranges 
and ratios do not seem to match, because even the maximum bipolar shell outer diameter of 40 mm and the minimum ball head diameter 
of 14 mm defines a ratio of only about 2.9 rather than 5, although the Applicant may have intended to specify a generally preferred range 
and a more preferred range of diameter differences or ratios. 
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
